POULTRY SOCIETY IN 
WEXFORD. 


BANK’S CLAIM FOR £5,000. 
(BEFORE MR. JUSTICE O'SHAUGHNESSY.) 

In the case of the Munster and Leinster 
Bank, Ltd., v. Codd and others, 

Mr. James J. Walsh, who was, with Mr. 
Phelps, K.C. (instructed by Messrs. P. J. 
O'Flaherty and Son), for the plaintiffs, moved 
for liberty to sign final judgment against 
Nelly O’Ryan, Mary T. Walsh, Sara 
Deane, Alice Day, Mary Lambert, Alice 
(O'Connor and Johanna Lambert for £5, 
Os. 7d.. claimed to be due on foot of a 
guarantee signed by the defendants for 
moneys advanced by the bank to the Wexford 
Poultry Society, Ltd. 

The plaintiffs alleged that the money was 
payable by the defendants named and two 
others, Robert J. Codd and Anna Browne, 
under a joint and several continuing guaran- 
tee dated the 20th March, 1921. 

Mr. Shannon, K.C., who, with Mr. Matheson 
(instructed by Messrs. Huggard and Brennan), 
appeared for seven of the defendants, said 
that this was a claim for £5,008 against a 
number of womén in the country—tarmers'’ 
danghters, and so forth—for money alleged to 
have been advanced to the ‘Wexford Poultry 
Society. In fact, said counsel, ‘there was no 
such society in existence and never was. 

Mr. Walsh said that one of the defendants 
was a well-known anctioneer, and another, 
Miss O’Ryan, was well known. in other circles. 

Mr. Justice O'Shaughnessy said that this 
was not a case for final judgment. He refused 
the motion and made costs costs in the cause. 


THE ERNE FISHERY. 
SUMMONSES AGAINST 
FISHERMEN, 

In the matter of the Erne Fishery Com. 
pany, County Donegal, 
Mr. James Henry, with whom was Mr.

Notice was also sent to the Civic 
Guard at Ballyshannon, and on the date 
stated in the notice the six fishermen pro- 
ceeded to fish the river at a place much 
frequented by salmon. The motor boat ol 
the company was in the river, and some 
conflict took place between the fishermen 
and the servants of the company. The 
owners of the several fishery stated that 
the fishermen had no leave or authority from 
them to enter the fishery and fish for salmon. 
Summonses were subsequently issued against 
each of the fishermen, and they came on 
for hearing before District Justice 
O’Hanrahan at Ballyshannon, when an order 
was made by the Justice that he had no 
jurisdiction to hear the summonses, as a ques- 
tion of title was involved. 

Mr. Justice O'Shaughnessy granted a con- 
ditional order. 


CO. MEATH BANKRUPT 


RELEASED FROM PRISON. 
(BEFORE MR. JUSTICE JOHNSTON.) 
John Fagan, @ farmer, of Frankstown, 
Dunshanghlin, Co.. Meath, a bankrupt, ap- 
ared in custody, having been brought from 
Mountjoy Prison. He was committed for un- 
satisfactory answering, and had been in 

prison since Ist May. 

Mr. Geoghegan, K.C. (instructed by Mr. 
T. J. Graham), said that since he went to 
prison the bankrupt had made reasonable 
efforts to disclose his affairs, and the solicitor 
had a statement in which information was 
given. Counsel now applied for his release.

(BEFORE MR. JUSTICE SULLIVAN.) 
The hearing concladed “á Ng case of

Conroy v. Conroy, whic 
damages for alleged loss of business brought 
by Gerald Conroy sgainst Laurence Conroy, 
of Ballinasloe. 

The plaintiff alleged that he left Dublin 
to the business of Laurence Conroy 
and Sons at Ballinasloe on the terms that he 
was to get certain benefits in the business 
when it was turned into a limited liability 
company, and when the agreement was pre- 
áin it was not in accordance with what 
he intended. He repudiated the agreement, 
and as a result he was deprived of any rights 
that, he stated, he should have had He 
Claimed damages for the loss of the bust- 
ness which he had held himself before he 
went to Ballinasloe, and he also claimed for 
services rendered to the company. 

The defendant denied that any such 
arrangement as that pleaded by the plaintiff 
was entered into, and said that if any 
arrangement was entered into it was only 
an agreement signed between the parties on 
the 20th December, 1994, and that the 
plaintiff had refused to carry out that agree- 
ment, and accordingly had no eange of action. 
Mr. Justice Sullivan reserved judgment. 
Mr, A. A. Dickie, K.C., and Mr. Moonan 
(instructed by Mr. McKenzie) appeared for 
the plaintiff; and Mr. Brown, K.C.; Mr.

STRUGGLE IN CAR. 


THIEF. 


(BEFORE JUDGE DROMGOOLE.) 
Patrick Geraghty, a young man of respect- 
able appearance, was found guilty of having 
received an attaché case, containing a bank 
draft for £38, the property of Michael Boland, 
knowing it to have been stolen. 

The evidence for the prosecution showed 
that on the 9th ult. Mr. Boland left a Morris- 
Oxford saloon car outside Meétsrs. Liptqn’s 
premises in Eustace street, and that when he 
returned to drive his car away he found that 
it had been removed to a spot about one 
hundred yards further down the street. An 
attaché case containing a scrip for £30 on a 
bank in Cologne was no longer in the car. 
The defence was that on the night of 
Armistice Day an ex-soldier met the accused 
man and asked him for his fare back to Naas. 
Geraghty had 6s. in his possession and gave 
S., a8 a security for which the man handed 
him the attaché case to keep till he repaid 
Me. Geraghty did not see the bank draft 
at ail. 

When the jury had returned its verdict, 
Mr. Carrigan, K.C., prosecuting counsel, 
said that on the 17th November last a Morris- 
Oxford car was stolen from outside the St. 
Stephen's Green Club, and within an hour or 
so two policemen—Constables Hickey and 
Hannon—stopped a car of the same descrip- 
tion which was being driven in the direction 
of Rathmines. Geraghty was the driver, and 
the policemen directed him to drive them to 
the police station. He started the car on the 
top gear, and instead of going in the direction 
of the station went along the road. When 
the policemen tried to stop the car Geraghty 
struck one of them on the face and tried to 
push him off the footboard, and then at- 
tempted to jostle the other out of the car. 
The officers got hold of the wheel and steered 
the car into a lamp-post, which brought them 
to a full stop. 

At the police station it was learned that 
the car was the one that was stolen. 

About fifty motor cars had been stolen 
during the last few months, and it was rather 
strange that the majority of these cars were 
Morris-Oxfords or Morris-Cowlevs. When the 
detectives visited the prisoner's rooms in 
Great Branswick street they found the place 
filled with motor accessories of all kinds. but 
so far no owner had heen found for them. 
The attaché case was also there. The stolen 
car belonged to a Mr. O'Reilly, and Geraghty 
had already pleaded guilty to stealing it. 
_The prisoner was suspected by the police of 
living by the theft of motor cars and parts of 
cars, and he (Mr. Carrigan) asked the Court to 
impose a substantial penalty, because whila 
such a character remained at large no person 
would be safe in leaving his motor car for a 
moment in the City of Dublin, 

_ The accused man, who had served two vears 
in @ Borstal institute for forgery and nine 
months’ imprisonment for seablaileinent was 
ut back for sentence. 
The Judge commented on the alertness of 
Guards Hannon and Hickey. They performed 
an excellent piece of police work, and he 
desired that their conduct should be brought 
to the notice of the authorities.

Trade and Tariffs. 


The publication of the Free State trade 
returns for the month of September make 
it possible to veview the results of the 
country’s trading for the first nine months 
of the present year. The figures are not 
encouraging. As compared with the tirst 
months of 1924, imports are down 
£49,279,726 to £45,225.383, and ex- 
£34,623,506 to £29,926,743. 
There is an adverse balance for the 
nine months of £14,787,783, when due 
allowance has been made for the sum of 
£814,034," which included under the 
heading jf '“ re-exports.”” The adverse 
balance for the first nine months of last 
year £15,566,218. This country’s 
position |to-day, therefore, is much less 
favourable than it was twelve months ago, 
and it is high time that something should 
be done to remedy it. The decrease in the 
live stock trade is really alarming. Ex- 
ports have fallen from £14,073,396 to 
£9,823,452—a drop of no less than 
£4 249,944; and, of this sum, cattle alone 
are responsible for £3,355,521. Imports and 
exports generally are falling, the latter 
more rapidly than the former. There is a 
heavy drop in butter exports. Bacon is 
down, together with pork, and poultry, and 
there are few hopeful features in the 
returns.' The great bulk of the Free 
State’s trade, of course, continues to be 
with Britain and Northern Ireland. 
Between them they absorbed ninety-seven 
per cent, of our exports during the period 
under review in the ratio of 82 to 15, The 
other three per cent. were distributed 
throughout the globe in sums that. range 
from £143,000 consigned to the United 
States to Portugal’s £35. The lesson con- 
veyed by these figures is twofold. In the 
first place, the Free State’s agricultural 
industry is languishing, and, unless it re- 
vives, the country’s trade will be doomed. 
In the second place, the only customers 
a moment’s consideration are 
Britain and Northern Ireland. The key 
to the’ problem lies obviously in the 
immediate improvement of the Free 
State’s economic relations with these two

What steps have been taken towards this 
end? In order to improve the position 
of Free State industries, the Government 
has imposed a series of import duties on 
such essential articles as footwear, soap, 
candles, wearing apparel and confectionery. 
Some of these tariffs have been in opera- 
tion since the summer of 1924, and it is 
interesting to glance at some of their 
results. As protective duties they have 
failed to achieve much. In Dáil Eireann 
yesterday the Minister for Industry and 
Commerce threw some valuable light on 
the effect which they have had on employ- 
ment in the Free State. On April Ist, 
1924, for instance, before the tax was im- 
posed on boots and shoes, 359 workers were 
employed in the manufacture of footwear 
in the! twenty-six counties. The number 
had risen to 847 by July Ist, 1925. Asa 
result of the tariff, therefore, the boot and 
industry has absorbed, in round 
figures, 500 additional men—a number, 
which, expressed in percentages, looks quite 
imposing. There is, however, another side 
to the picture. The Free State imports 
footwear from Britain and elsewhere to 
the annual value of, roughly, £2,000,000. 
There is an ad valorem duty of fifteen per 
or three shillings in the pound, 
yielding, in. all, between £250,000 and 
£300,000 a year. If we divide this sum 
by the number of additional workers who 
have been employed, we find that every 
fresh hand in the Free Stace boot and 
shoe factories is costing the consumer at 
least £500 per annum. ‘There might be 
some éxcuse for this condition of affairs if 
the national economy was flourishing in 
other directions. Then we might be able 
to afford to “ protect ’’ industries at the

The ‘studio and offices of the Dublin 
Wireless Broadcasting Station. in . Den- 
mark street are nearing completion. 

- Workmen are still in possession of the 
office part of the building, but-the waiting 
room for the artists has been completed. 
It is equipped with loud speaker, “só 
that ‘performers, while “waiting to be 
called, will: have something to keep their 
minds off the ovdeal ahead. 

The studio is a fine room, sixty feet. by 
twenty, the walls and ceiling draped~ in 
fawn velvet to deaden resonance. There are 
many comfortable chairs and lounges, and in 
the middle of the room stands ‘‘ Mike,” as 
the staff familiarly terms the microphone. 
The studio is capable of accommodating any 
band that is likely to visit Dublin, and is 
stated to compare favourably with any of the 
British broadcasting station studios. 


DIRECTOR'S STATEMENT. 

In an interview with an Jrish Times repre- 
sentative yesterday, Mr. James Clandillon, 
Station Director, said :—‘‘ We do not propose 
to open the station formally before the Ist 
of January. Here and now we could give 
a programme sufficiently good to be an open- 
ing programme, but it would be necessarily 
followed by a halt while we were building 
up our organisation. The public requires to 
bear in mind that all programmes have to be 
planned out to the smallest detail at least 
a month in advance, and, as broadcasting 
calls for a change of programme every night, 
the amount of planning involved is not at all 
realised by listeners-in generally. 

“From to-morrow until the date of the 
formal opening we propose to broadcast on 
at least three evenings a week—perha 
oftener—short programmes, which ie the 
present must be regarded merely as tests of 
transmission and reception.

FIFTH BILL INTRODUCED. 
PARIS, Friday. 
M. Loucheur, the Finance Minister, intro- 
duced another of his financial measures in the 
Chamber this afternoon, this being the fifth 
of the seven pro Is for the reorganisation 
of the ‘national finances. It provides for the

institution of severe penalties for fiscal 
frauds. 

M. Loucheur announced that he would
